Members gathered Sunday, August 31st for the Annual week of the Eastern 
Fantail Club. The Reading Piegeon & Bantam Assoc, was host at the Reading Fair Poultry 
Building. Sixty-two Fantails were shown-all solid colors and all saddle colors except 
silvers being represneted. Dr. Cheney judged solid colors, Ray Ostrander Saddles, and 
Bob Kingkinger whites. 

White classes, as usual comprised a large percentage of the entries. There 
were sixteen young hens shown and twelve white cocks. Competition was keen. In young 
hens, Mr. & Mrs. Archer placed first with a nice young bird with baby feathers, inis 
bird should go placed when matured. Ostrander was a close second. 


Dettmer took first and second in the young white cock class with two birds 
that looked very much alike. The first place winner had a very small body and nice 
legs for a cock. It lacked in tail, however, due to moulting. This bird is a steady 
shower and never once let up on the job. 


Dettmer's cock nosed out the Archer's hen to take best white. The cock showed 
very steady never once letting up. The hen wouldn't get her head down as she should 
have to show off to her best advantage. 


Blues saw six young cocks and two young hens shown. Kingkinger took first 
and second young cocks. Both birds had large tails and baby plumage. They should 
improve considerably with maturity. 

Reed Kinser placed first and second young blue hens. Kingkinger's young cock 
took it for best blue. Mundy's entry in the cock class had a huge tail and small body 
but unfortunately wouldn't show. 

ere next in number and Scotty Hemphill of Lancaster, Pa., a new member, 
placed ove .wbridge's entry. The winning red is a good bird, small for a red with 
good dig. 


Silvers were two in number shown by Kingkinger. The first bird in this 
class went on to win best self-colored fantail all colors competing. 

Powdered Silvers, also two in number, saw Kingkinger placing over Mary 
Martin's entry. 

There being only one A.O.C., one yeiLLow, and one black, it was decided they 
should all be put together into a class. The best was the yellow. This bird deep in 
moult, is a very good bird bred by Hemphill. Ostrander placed second with his A.O.C. 
entry. 

Saddle classes saw Strawbridge, Mary Martin, Archer, and Kingkinger fighting 

it out. 
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In Blue Saddles, Kingkinger placed first young cock and first young hen. 
Strawbridge placed second in each of these classes. Kingkinger's Blue Saddle Cock won 
best Blue Saddle. This bird a trifle on the big side, but good color and marking 
showed every minute while in the walking pen. To quote Judge Ostrander, "the bird 
really knew what the walking pen was for". This same cock bird went on to win best 
saddle all colors competing. 

In Yellow Saddles, Archer's Cock placed over Martin's hen for best yellow 
saddle. Kingkinger was second in these classes. Archer's cock was lower in legs 
than some of the other birds shown but lacked somewhat in color. 

Red Saddles-only two bird'" shown. The Archer's placed first. Their Straw¬ 
berry Saddle also took first in the A.O.C. Saddle Class. This bird, a small one, should 
give the competition plenty of trouble in a few months.

Twelve members of the Eastern Fantail Club, traveling from New York, 
New Jersey, Maryland, and Pennsylvania, exhibited apd attended the Clubs Annual 
Young Bird Meet, held in conjunction with the Reading Pennsylvania Pigeon and 
Bantam Assoc. Lawn Show. There were a total of 72 young fantails exhibited 
(approximately 30 more birds than last year). 

Most birds shown were in various stages of moult, however, several 
fanciers were fortunate enough to show finished birds. 

Fortunately Clint Wilber made his appearance and tackled the man-size 
job of judging. Man-size is what it was because there were 15 young white 
cocks shown and 18 young white hens. Quality was tops, in fact, if this is a 
preview of our annual meet, things will really be humming in fantail alley. Af¬ 
ter all, that is what we want because a prize with very little or no competit¬ 
ion leaves much to be desired. 

From the looks of things Ray Ostrander had a very good breeding sea¬ 
son. He was right up in there with his string of whites. 

Charles Burkey is also to be commended on his young white hen. This 
bird placed second in a class of 18 giving its owner a nice win in really hot 
competition. 

The Archer's are coming right along with some good whites. Glad to 
see Scotty Hemphill breaking into the ribbons. 

The Champion Fantail trophy was retired by Wolf Detmer with his young 
white hen. The Reserve Champion Fantail trophy was won by Harry Mundey with his 
young blue hen. 

In the white cock class Dettmer placed first with a really well-bal¬ 
anced bird just about what the standard calls for. This bird had more top tail 
and a larger tail than did the winning young white hen. 

YOUNG WHITE HENS - Dettmer took uie class with a small bird which was 
finished moulting. This bird was Champion Fantail for the day and will be a 
tough one to beat at the winter show. Second in this class went to Charles Bur- 
key with a hen pretty hard in moult but still good enough to win over some other 
birds that were finished. 

BLUE YOUNG COCKS - Hemphill took this class with a bird finished in 
body but still lacking a lot of tail feathers. 

Harry Mundey's young blue hen (also Reserve Champion) took this class. 
This bird has a huge tail and has the hard to get combination of a small body 
to go with it. This bird didn't show quite as well as it is capable of doing. 
The writer saw the same bird in Harry's loft where it really shows to its best 
advantage. Fellows, this bird will be tough to beat at the winter show. 

Harry Mundey took first young black cock and Scotty Hemphill first 
young black hen. Both these birds will improve after the moult. Dettmer's 
young black hen was a little too young for strong competition, but will be a 
good one in several months. 

George Thompson broke into the ribbons with his young silver hen. 

This bird placed best silver in a class of four. George also showed the lone 
A.O.C. entry which was a small round checkered cock bird. 

Red and yellow entries were few in number and the birds shown were 
all deep in moult.

WINTER SHOW REPORT - 1959

In accordance with the vote of the membership, the winter meet was 
held at Reed Kinzer's home at Lancaster, Pa., Dec. l4th and 15th, 1958* Thanks 
to Mr. & Mrs. Kinzer's wonderful hospitality, the membership enjoyed one of the 
nicest club meets to be held in recent years. There were approximately 152 
birds shown, exclusively Fantails. 

Judging got under way Saturday morning under the direction of Elisha 
Hanson. Mr. Hanson judged the entire show. All colors of seifs and saddles 
were judged Saturday, and the whites and specials judged Sunday morning. Mr. 
Hanson took particular care to see that each bird was set down to his liking. 

If he thought a feather needed twisting to make the bird show off to its best 
advantage, he attended to those details personally. It was a pleasure to watch 
him judge the birds. He is to be commended for an excellent job of judging. 

Reserve Champion Fantail of the Show was Harry Mundey's yearling white 
cock, this same bird was first young white cock at last years club meet. This 
bird is a dream-very close to the ideal Fantail. Other winners in the white 
classes were Dettmer's old hen placing over his old cock as best old white. The 
type of Dettmer's birds is changing somewhat, he showed several distinctively 
different types of birds in the white classes. 

Mundey took both yearling white classes. In the young white classes 
Dettmer's first young white cock beat Ostrander's first young white hen to place 
best young. Ostrander's entry in the young hen class was a small one with an 
unusual amount of top tail for a small bird. The Ostrander left has made great 
strides this past year. Some good birds were shown by this fancier. 

BLACKS - In the black classes Dettmer's old hen nosed out Mundey's old 
cock for best old and Dettmer's young hen placed over Mundey's young cock for 
best young black. This latter bird was also best black. 

BUJES - Blue Classes saw Kinzer, Hemphill, Mundey, Martin and King¬ 
kinger battling for the honors. To quote Judge Hanson, "the first three old 
blue cocks were just about alike and it was a toss up to pick the winner." 

Mundey placed first and second and Kingkinger third. The first old cock was 
also Grand Champion Fantail and Best blue. 

In the old Hen Class it was Mundey first, and Kingkinger second and 

third. 

In the young Blue Cock Class, Kinzer's entry was first, Kingkinger s 
second, and Mundey's third.

YELLOWS - Scotty Hemphill's old Yellow Hen placed Champion yellow to 
beat Dettrner's young Yellow Hen which was best young yellow. Other entries in 
the yellow classes were shown by Strawuridge, Thompson, and Mundey. 

SILVERS - Mundey's entry (old silver hen) placed over Kingkinger's 
first young cock and hen to place Best silver. Silver entries this year were 
smaller than usual. 

POWDERED SILVERS - Quite a few powdered silvers were shown this year. 
Seems as though everybody was trying to get a leg on the Sol Kogan Memorial 
Trophy for Powdered Silvers. 

Karl Otto came through to win the first leg on this trophy. His 
young hen placed over Ostrander's old cock (best old), Ostrander's old hen, 
and Kingkinger's young cock to win Best Powdered Silver. This bird was also 
best young hen in the Show. A real Fantail. 

Saddles are steadily increasing in number and popularity, a really 
good representation being shown this year in all colors. 

RED SADDLES - A young red saddle cock of Kingkinger's was best young 
red saddle, and Mundey's cock bird was best old and best red saddle. Other ex¬ 
hibitors in the red saddle classes were Strawbridge, Thompson, and Knight. 

BLACK SADDLES - Knight, Thompson, and Kingkinger fought it out in the 
Black Saddle Class. Kingkinger's old hen placed over Knight's old cock for best 
old. Kingkinger's young hen over Thompson's young cock for best young. The old 
hen, real good black color, placed over the young hen for best Black Saddle. 

BILE SADDLES - Strong quality in all classes of Blue Saddles, Mundey's 
old cock placed over Kingkinger's entry. Strawbridge was third. Mundey's old 
hen placed over Kingkinger's entry, Strawbridge also third in this class. 

Judge Hanson commented that the old hen class was "the best class of blue sad¬ 
dles seen in years". Mundey's old Blue Saddle hen was Champion Saddle. 

In the young classes, Kingkinger and Strawbridge were the lone exhi¬ 
bitors. Kingkinger's young cock was placed over his young hen as the best young 
blue saddle. This bird was also best young saddle. 

YELLOW SADDLES - This color of saddles is certainly increasing in 
popularity. Four exhibitors showed a total of eight birds. Kingkinger's old 



cock beat Helpin's old hen for best old. Kingkinger's young cock beat his 
young hen for best young yellow Saddle- Best Yellow Saddle was the old cock. 
This bird has a good tail, good type and color, but could be smaller in body. 

SILVER SADDLES - Two in number, both shown by Mundey. Mundey's old 
silver saddle cock was best Saddle other than blue or red. 

A.O.C. - In the A.O.C. Category, Kingkinger showed a dun and a dun 
Saddle. George Thompson showed a blue checked Saddle Cock. This Saddle was 
best young Saddle other than red or blue. 

A truly delightful meet enjoyed by quite a few visitors other than 
Fantail fanciers, which was made possible because of the excellent publicity 
given to us by the Lancaster, Pa. newspapers.

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* Another Blow at Pigeons

e This is the day to roll up the big ammunition in the Battle 
of People vs. Pigeons. , Pigeons are not only an unholy mess 
s physically, but, as the carriers and causers of several diseases 
highly infectious and dangerous to mankind, 
they are a serious public health hazard. 

But before I begin to document these 
accusations, let me say that two weeks ago 
when I first wrote that either people or 
pigeons had to go-GO-GO because the world 
isn't big enough for both, I was in a benign 
mood. 

Now, I am convinced that both pigeons 
and pigeon fanciers must go. The mail is 
running 100 to one against pigeons. But 
what the pigeon fanciers lack in number, 
they make up in violence and letters almost 
as messy as the birds they defend. 

"Drop dead” is their kindest saluta¬ 
tion. "You stink" is their next most favor¬ 
ite greeting. “I hope you rot” is a not* 
unusual sentiment. Shades of St. Francis 
of Assissi. And another pigeon lover is "gleefully looking for¬ 
ward to reading your obituary." Come to think of it: maybe 
these letters were written by pigeons; they are all anonymous. 
Ah. well, every crusader has to take the bitter with the better. 
But now let us accentuate the positive. Doctors have written 
me from every sectioii of the nation, calling attention to an ar¬ 
ticle written by Albeit Arbarbanel in the July issue of "Today’s 
Health,” a publication if The American Medical Association. 

: The title of this excellent warning against pigeons as disease car- 

• riers is: "Pigeons Aren’t Pets—They’re Pests.” 

5 In the first place, pigeons are carriers of psittacosis, dread 

1 parrot fever. Mr. Arbarbanel points out that in the Winter of 
1944 - 45 , Philadelphia suffered an epidemic of psittacosis re¬ 
stricted almost exclusively either to victims who had handled 
pigeons or lived in plades w u ere the birds roosted in gre?t num¬ 
bers. 

The City of Brotherly Love, on/ investigation, discov¬ 
ered that 35 per cent of the pigeons of Philadelphia, and 
it had clouds of them, carried the infection in their blood¬ 
stream. When a similar epidemic hit Chicago, laboratory 
tost, showed thal 45 per cent ol Chicago's pigeon, were ^ 
Infected. r 

Not only are pigeons spreaders of psittacosis, but also r 
of histoplasmosis, a respirator}- ailment ntx-mbling in- y 
vere cold that attacks human beings. They are not car- C 
riers of the disease, but their droppings are the ideal base \ 
to nurture the disease's fungus. f 

Pigeons are the common source of a painful skin dis¬ 
ease caused by the microscopic mites they harbor. 
Pigeons frequently shelter another microscopic parasite 
that causes toxoplasmosis. “As a congenital disease 
passed on by an Infected mother," writer Mr. Arbarbanel, 

“It may cause brain damage and blindness In newborn 
. infants. Infants who get it usually die within a few woeks 
after birth.” 

Pigeons are also known carriers of encephalitis, a ddngerous 
virus causing damage to the brain and other nerve tissues. Mos- 
‘ quitoes carry the disease from pigeons to man. Occasionally, 
the dirty birds transmit t</ man a highly contagious and fatal 
neuropneumonia of birds, oalled Newcastle Disease. They also 
can infect man with cryptococcus, a fungus infection. 

That isn’t all the trouble that can be charged to pigeons. But 
it is sufficient, it seems to me. to banish pigeons, filthy and dis¬ 
ease-ridden, hr well as the misguided nitwits who persist in 
feeding them at the expense of their fellow citizens well-being.

EASTERN FANTAIL YOUNG BIRD SHOW - 1959 

By Robert R. Kingkinger, Publicity 

Our Annual Young Bird Shew was held Sunday, August 30th at the Reading Fair Grounds 
with the Reading Pigeon and Bantam Association Lawn Show. 

Judging was divided between Forrest Strawbridge, Ray Ostrander, and Harry Mundey. 

Birds were shown by ten exhibitors, all solid colors and saddle colors being exhibited. 
There were more powdered silvers shown than at any young bird show to date. Glad to see 
a number of new exhibitors showing with us this past Lawn Show Season. Keep plugging 
fellows — you’ll get there! 

Ray Ostrander's young white cock placed best white and Champion Fantail of the Show. 
This bird was moulted off and further developed than any other bird shown. Second in this 
class was Kingkinger's entry. All young white hens (5 in number) were shown by the 
Archers. Their best hen was not as well finished as the young cock. All whites judged by 
Strawbridge. 

Blacks, judged by Ostrander, were stronger in number than formerly (seven being 
shown). In the cock class, Kingkinger's entry took first, Archer second. In the hen 
class Kingkinger first and Mundey second. The hen still in baby feather and very young 
was best black. Blues judged by Strawbridge were eight in number. 

The young cock shown by Kingkinger was first in its class and best blue. Mundey's 
entry was second in the young cock class. Hens saw Kingkinger taking first and Archer 
second. 

Silvers, only two in number, saw Mary Martin's bird placing over Kinzer's entry. 
Martin's entry later took the trophy for best colored fantail with Mundey judging. 

Red and yellow classes were both judged by Ostrander. Strawbridge took first and 
second in the yellow class followed by Archer as third. Reds were Griel first, and Moore 
second. Reds were badly moulting and yellows still with baby feathers. 

Powdered Silvers were judged by Harry Mundey. In the young cock class Kingkinger took 
first with a very light colored bird and Griel second. Ostrander's young hen was first in 
its class and Griel's entry second. The young hen showed better than the cock and took it 
for best powdered silver. _ __ 

All Saddles were judged by Ray Ostrander. In the Red Saddle Class Strawbridge's 
young cock, very nearly finished moulting, placed over Archer's birds which took second 
and third in the class with Hunter fourth. 

Blue Saddles saw Kingkinger's young hen place over Strawbridge's entry. This bird 
later went on to win best saddle. 

There were more yellow saddles shown than any other saddle color, (five being shown 
by various exhibitors). Judge Ostrander placed Kingkinger's young hen first, Strawbridge's 
young hen second, and Kingkinger's young cock third. 

There was only one black saddle and one silver saddle being shown so they were placed 
in a class together to compete. Martin's black saddle placed over Kingkinger's silver 
saddle in this class. 

Kingkingers' blue saddle young hen placed over the best of the other saddle colors to 
take best saddle. 

In the final judging, with Mundey placing the winners, Ostrander's finished white 
placed over Martins silver and Kingkinger ! s blue saddle for Champion Fantail. 

Unfortunately, at this time of the year, it is difficult to show finished birds as the 
majority of young birds are deep in the moult. Occasionally one can find an early bred 
youngster that has passed through the awkward stage and has finished moulting. These 
birds then stand out in comparison with one that hasn't completed the cycle. 

See you at the Club Meet at the National at Atlantic City, if not before. 








A special meeting of the E.F.C. was held after the judging was completed. The fol¬ 
lowing members were present: Kingkinger, Ostrander, Kinzer, Hemphill, Martin, Mr. 

& Mrs. Archer, Mr. & Mrs. Moore, Griel, Elbert, Andre, and Strawbridge. President 
Mundey presided. 

As you all know, the last annual meet of the E.F.C. was held at the home of Reed 
Kinzer, one of our members, last December. At this time the membership voted to re¬ 
turn the annual meet to Mr. Kinzer's home this November 28 & 29, 1959* When the mem¬ 
bership voted this way, they were unaware that the "National" was going to be held 
in the east this year. Since then, we have been invited to show with the "National" 
at the Ambassador Hotel in Atlantic City, January 22 to 24, i 960 . 

This was discussed at the meeting yesterday. Also the fact that the birds will be 
in better condition at the later date, and that the Central Fantail Club meet falls 
early in December which would make it impossible to show at both shows for any 
fanciers that wished to do so. 

It was also mentioned that the "National" will not be in the east again for four 
years, and that the club would benefit in prestige and publicity by showing with the 
National. 

After discussion, the membership voted to hold the annual meet with the "National" 
January 20 to 24, i 960 . 

Your Secretary will send all members full particulars on specials, rules, judges, 
etc., at a later date.

STANDARD OF PERFECTION FOR FANTAILS 


HEAD: small *lne, neat and snaky, free 
from p^.ak or shell. 

BEAK: Thin, and of medium length, the 
upper mandible slightly curved at 
the tip. Flesh color in whites, 
saddles, reds, and yellows; black 
in blacks and blues; horn color 
in silver, black or horn color in 
powdered silver and duns. 

BEAK WATTLE: Small and fine in texture. 

EYE: Dark hazel or bull, with fine 

flesh-colored cere in whites and 
saddles; pearl or orange, with 
fine dark-colored cere in blacks 
and blues; orange or pearl, with 
fine flesh-colored cere in reds 
and yellows; pearl or orange,with 
fine drab-colored cere in silvers; 
pearl, red or orange with fine 
with fine dark cere in powdered 
silvers; orange, with fine drab- 
colored cere in duns. In blacks, 
blues, silvers, and powdered 
si Ivers pearl eyes are preferred. 

NECK: Thin, nicely curved, and tapering 
well off as it approaches the head.

BODY: I* Small and round like a ball 
when viewed from any angle, show¬ 
ing a graceful curve from chest 
to feet.

Points allowed for feet and legs. 

CARR 3 AGE AND MOTION: The bird should 
walk In a jaunty manner on its 
tip-toes with Its head thrown 
back In a graceful manner, and 
resting with ease closely In the 
center at the base of the cushion. 


Chest: Full and round like a ball. Ap¬ 
parent upheaving of the chest 
when bird is in motion, 

Wtngs: Neat, closely fitting the body 
with wing butts we I I hidden so as 
to preserve an over-all appear¬ 
ance of roundness of the bird and 
with flights tight and not loose, 
just clearing the lowest tail 
feathers, almost meeting at the 
tips, and not breaking away from 
the general line of the wings. 

Tail: Carried well up, not being allow¬ 
ed to drop or to incline forward, 
with as much top-tail as possible 
showing above the chest.

PLUMAGE: Hard and tight fitting. 

COLOR: Pure white in whites; 

Blacks: Jet black throughout/ree 
from rustiness, or a checkery ap¬ 
pearance,and covered with a rich, 
beetle-green lustre. 

Blues: Clear,sound lavender blue, 
free from sootiness or bronzings, 
and with no inclination to run 
light on the rump or breast. The 
feathers on the neck and throat 
should be covered with an irides¬ 
cent metallic sheen. The wing and 
tai bars should be black and 
we 1 l-defined. The tail feathers 
should be edged all around with 
the same shade as the body color. 
Silvers: A soft shade of a light 
silver, with no tendency to a 
creamy color. The feathers upon 
the neck and throat should be 
covered with an iridescent metal¬ 
lic sheen. The wing and tail bars 
should be black and well defined. 

The tail feathers should be edged 
all around with the same tint as 
the body color. 

Powdered Silvers:A neutral silver 
gray on body, wings and tail, but 
with no tendency towards cream, 
yellow or purple color,and having 
the appearance of being very 
lightly flecked, but not check¬ 
ered, with powder. The feathers 
on the neck and throat should be 
slightly darker than the body and 
covered with an iridescent metal¬ 
lic sheen comparabIe to the luster 
of burnished silver. The neck and 


throat like the body, wings and 
tail should be free of cream, 
yellow or purple color. The wing 
and tail bars should be of a much 
darker shade than the body, dun 
or black being permissible, and 
well defined. The tail feathers 
should be edged all around with 
the same shade as the body color. 

Rods: Even shade throughout of 
clear,rich, bright chestnut, free 
from sootiness or any tendency to 
a bluish orplum tint.The feathers 
upon the neck and throat should 
be covered with an Iridescent 
metaI I ic sheen. 

Yellows: Even shade throughout of 
rich, bright, golden yellow with 
no tendency to run light on the 
rump.The feathers upon the throat 
and neck should be covered with 
an iridescent metallic sheen. 

Duns: A soft even shade of a dull 
reddish brown, without any tend¬ 
ency to a purple or bluish tint. 

The feathers upon the neck and 
throat should be covered with an 
iridescent metallic sheen.

Hats off and many thanks to our capable Judges; Ostrander, Otto, and Dettmer. 

All three had a man-size Job on their hands as quality was pretty well standardized. 
Unfortunately, Elisha Hanson couldn't be with us but he was ably represented by his 
son, Tim, who helped carry the Hanson name to first place in several classes. 

The membership is looking forward to, and already planning for next years club 
meet. Several of our mid-west members have promised to show with us again next 
year. This writer would like to personally Invite all Pantail Fanciers North, East, 
South, and West to show with us. All bii*ds will be prepared for the walking pen 
before the judge passes his decision on them. This way everybody will have an 
equal chance. Every Champion of the various color classes are awarded trophies as 
well as trophies for special awards. 

The membership voted to hold their annual young bird meet with the Reading, 

Pa. Club the last Sunday in August. 

A brief resume 1 of the color classes are as follows:
